Charlei I). Bohannon. head 
of the Department of Agricultural 
Kconomics. Kxperitnent Slatior. has 
just made a report t.i Ihe director on s 
social and educational survey of liar- 
rard county. His conclusions apply to 
numerous other counties of the Slate 
and his recommendations can be of wide 
benefit. He writoa in part: 

"The survey demonstrated tiki fol- 
lowing points: 

"In order to provide for the fullest 
and best possible social, economic and 
educational development, there must be 
a hearty SSSSM ration lietween town and 
country. 

"While the country schools of the 
community are on a par with those of 
any other community in the State, there 
is altogether too large a dropping out 
of pupils between the first and eighth 
grades. Last year the figures as given 
by the county superintendent indicate 
an enrollment of 729 in the first grade, 
while in the eighth there was an en- 
rollment of 7S. This means that a 
large number of b.ivs and girls in the 
highly impressionable years, between 
twelve and eighte-n, are not receiving 
anv public schooling. 

"There is much room for improve- 
ment in the housing conditions among 
the |wurer classes, both owner and 
tenants. 

"While 1, ,trat. I is undoubtedly a 
prosiierous agricultural county, its 
economic conditions could be greatly 
bettered by increased attention to cer- 
wa of agricultural 
The practice of permitting 
the erosion of fertile hill sides to go on 
unchecked is to be severely condemned. 
In the place of cultivated crupa these 
hill sides might largelv be turned into 
alfalfa fields. What alfalfa and ensil- 
age will do in fattening cattle has well 
been demonstrated by aotne of Gar- 
rard's most up-to-date farmers. 

"Most important of all, it was clear- 
ly demonstrated that there are within 
the city of Lancaster und ir, the au join- 
ing rural districts a large 1 umber of 
men and women with high ideals ot 
community life. These ladies and gen- 
tlemen who so quickly respond to all 

develop-nent of their county can, it 
properly united into working organisa- 
tions, effect great advances within the 
next few years." 

The following recommendations are 
made; 

"First, that the membership of the 
I .arcastcr Commercial Club be extend- 
ed to include the adjacent farmers and 
the scope of its work be broadened as 
to recognize in adequate fashion the 
interdependence of lown and country. 

"Second, that the installation in the 
Lancaster high school of a depart- 
ment of agriculture and a department 
of home science. The man who has 
charge of the agricultural department 
■hould teach agriculture and manual 
training in the high school and su- 
pervise their teaching in the country 
sch-wls of the immediate vicinity. He 
should also act as advisor to the 
Commercial Club and aid in the de- 
velopement of boys' corn and pig clubs. 

Similarly, the person having charge 
of the home science work should su- 
pervise the elements of that work in 
the country Bchools and develop the 
girls' poultry and canning clubs. 
These two lines of work should be of 
untold influence, both in town and 
country, not only in purely industrial 
matters, but also in the vital matters 
of sanitation and living conditions and 
general social conditions. In addition 
to the regular work, there should dur 
ing the three months of December. 
January and February be held at the

If you doubt that the 
chickens notice tho difference try this 
out for yourself. Remove the water 
from the fount where It has la-en stand- 
lug fur several hours mid bus liecome 
warm and phice therein some fresh 
cold water and note bow the chickens 
w ill immediately cr..wd about tho fouut 
for a drink. They need this as much 
at we do, and where they are deprived 
of It they milTcr, mid where you make 
eaagMaag of this nature you will tlnd 
thai the t hickens v III not do m well.
